Deaths Increase 50,000 in Same 
Period — Londoners Die of 
Excitement and Worry. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York World. 
(Copyright, 1915, by Press Pub. Co.) 
LONDON, Nov. 320.—The tremendous 
influence of the war in checking the nor- 
mal growth of population is shown con- 
clusively by the statistics which have 
just been compiled for 96 of the largest 

towns in the United Kingdom. 


The total decrease in the number of 
births in. these places is at the rate of 
40,000 annually, while the increase in 
deaths is 50,000 a year, the comparison 
being made with the year 1913. 

In the County of London, the de- 
crease in births during the last 13 weeks, 


A special committee of the Board of 
Education will meet tomorrow to in- 
quire why the School Board, with an 
annual income of $4,700,000, is bankrupt 
to the point of having to suspend sym- 
mer schools and new building operations 


and compelled to refuse a petition of 
Suuth Side taxpayers to start a night 
school at the new Grover Cleveland 
High School. 

The contract under which William B 
Ittner is employed as architect at 4 
per cent commission will be considered. 
Members of the Tenth Ward Improve- 
ment Association, who want a night 
school at Cleveland High say this is a 
waste of money. This association re- 
cently voted to request an explanation 
of the School Board of its lack of funds. 
‘Ih the four complete fiscal years that 
hbuve elapsed since the architect's con- 
tract was made in March, 1910, the rec- 
ords show that Ittner received $82,183.50, 
or-an average of $20,545 a year. Prior to 
March, 1910, Ittner performed all of the 
architectural! work of the School Board 
as Building Commiussioner, at $6500 a 
year. 

Old Office Continued. 

When Ittner resigned as commission- 
er and was employed as architect, the 
School Board was compelled by its 
charter to continue the office of Build. 
ing Commissioner, but reduced the sal- 
ary to $6000 a year. The office has been 
held by Hans C. Honesfeldt e « R. M. 
Milligan, the latter the incumbent, both 
architects of many years’ experience. 
Ittner has utilized the floor plans of ex- 
isting buildings in designing new grade 
schools under the contract, and his! 
only original design since 1910 has been 
the Cleveland High School. 

When.asked whether the School Board 
could utilize the Building Commission- 


er’s services in duplicating the model, 
“schools, Peake Hebe. declined to 


discuss the situation, because, he said, 
he did not want to show a discourtesy 
to the special investigating committee or 
to appear to attempt to inflvence it. On 
the same ground, he declined to discuss 
an official letter written by him in Janu- 
ary, 1912, to the then President of the 
School Board, in which he predicted the 
board Was approaching a state of bank- 
ruptcy. In this letter Dr. Harper criti- 
cised the employment of a special archi- 
tect and advocated that the Building 
Commissioner be required to design new 
gchool buildings, using existing models 
@s a standard. 

Dr. Henry L. Wolfner, chairman of 
the special investigating committee of 
the board, answered the question pro- 
pounded to President Harper. Dr. Wolf- 
ner said he was under the impression 
that it was gaving the schools money 
to employ an architect at 3 per cem 
commission and dismissing the drafts- 
men that formerly were employed in the 
Building Department. 

Dr. Wolfner said the committee would 
have the expense of construction work 
analyzed to determine this point, as part 
of the general investigation it is under- 
taking. 

Why the Change Was Made. 

The change in the system of employ- 
ing Architect Ittner came about through 
his resignation March 9%, 1910, with the 
explanation that his work of designing 
schools in other communities was so 
heavy that it was impossible for him to 
devote sufficient attention to the duties 
of School Building Commissioner. A 
epecial committee was appointed by the 
&chod! Board to devise a plan if possi- 
ble to retain the services of Ittner, and 
the three per cent cortract res ited. 

In recommending that Ittner's serv- 
ices be retained by contract, the special 
committee advised the board that the 
drafting department could be abolished, 
and other offices rearranged to reduce 
the payroll of the board to a greater 
extent than the three per cent commis- 
sions to be allowed Ittner. 

In practice, the predicted economy did 
not materialize, according to tabulated 
statistics which a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter obtained from the Bullding De- 
partment of the School Board. 

A comparative table in which were in- 
cluded all items of expense for admin- 
istration and architecture in the Build. 
ing Department, shows the cost of this 
work averaged $70,000 a vyvear for the 
first three years under the Ittner con- 
tract. The cost averaged $66,000 a year 
for the preceding four years, when Itt- 
ner was drawing a salary of $6500 a 
year. A comparison of the cost for the 
fourth year under the Ittner contract, 
ending last July, !s being prepared for 
the information of the investigating 
committee, but is not available today. 

Ittner receives larger commissions as 
architect for school buildings 
signs outside of St. Louis, for which 
he is required to perform the addition- 
al services of superintending construc- 
tion. He was employed on a commis- 
sion of 3% per cent by Gary, Ind., and 
has since contracted for 4 and 5 per 
commissions on other public 


Total Commissions $87,502. 
Under his contract in 8t. Louis Ittner 
Gesigned the following new schools: 
‘Marney Heights, 1911, cost $198,620; Bry- 
an Hill, 1911, $189,767; Delaney, 1911, $100,- 
; Wil 1 
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compared with the corresponding period 
of 1913, is more than 3000, whiie the in- 
crease in deaths is 1270. Greater London. 
including what the Registrar*Genera] 
calls ‘‘the outer ring’ shows a total de- 
crease of 33,000 births and an increase in 
the number of deaths of 20,000, making 
a net decrease in the population of 563,- 
90, compared with 1913. 

There have been a marked increase in 
deaths among persons more than 50 
years old, caused by their inability to go 
to warmer climates as they usually have 
done during the cold weather. 

Tuperculosis, heart disease and cere- 
bral hemorrhage, augmented by worry 
and excitement, caused 400 deaths in 
London during the week ending Nov. 20 
—an increase of more than 100 compared 
with the same week of last year.

products in the Middle West and South, 
and also carry on a general cold and dry 
storage business. 

The property taken over is the large 
lu-story plant on Main street, between 
Ashley and Lewis streets, built about 
25 years ago by the Belcher Sugar Refin- 
ing Co., and later sold to the American 
Sugar Refining Co., which years 
ceased to operate it. 

The capacity of the warehouse is now 
2,000,000 cubic feet, and another million 
cubic feet will be added. Cold storage 
machinery will be installed in time to 
have that part of the plant in operation 
by April 1. It is said the warehouse will 
be used for distribution purposes within 
a few days. 

Congressman William B. McKinley, 
traction magnate, and James A. C€ 
bett of 5588 Waterman avenue sold the 
plant to the Booth company. They came 
into possession of it about two year? 
ago, when they spent about $75,000 in im- 
provements and used it as a dry storage 
warehouse.

Corbett, in announcing the deal to- 
day, said he and McKinley received 
$500,000 cash for the property. The deal 


was closed last Saturday, the negotia- 
tions being conducted by the Weisels- 
Gerhart Real Estate Co. 

The new location of the Booth com- 
pany has excellent railroad shipping 
and teaming facilities. The Termina! 
and Burlington railroads are on the 
Main street front and the bids 
Ferry on the Lewis street front. 

Alm of Company. 

K. L. Ames, president of the Booth 
Fisheries Co., when seen in Chicago to- 
day by the Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent, said the company’s million-dollar 
investment in St. Louis is divided vir- 
tually equally between the purchase 
price and prospective improvements. 
‘We have our engineers on the ground 
now and are going to take possession 
as soon as we possibly can,’’ he said. 
‘‘We plan to make the plant over into 
the most modern of its kind. We will 
have trackage beneath the buildings 
that will accommodate 75 freight cars, 
and we are planning to have one of the 
tracks of the St. Louis Belt Line Raill- 
way at the plant. We have made every 
effort to think of everything needed for 
a strictly up-to-the-minute plant in St. 
Louis, and we believe we will have 
one.”’ 

The Booth Fisheries Cs. operates aboinr 
50 plants throughout the country. It 
operates great fishing fleets on the 
Great Lakes.

DISMISSAL OF 
SHI CASE DEN, 
DEFENSE. OPENS 


Hamburg-American Line Fails to 
Get Marina Quesada Evidence 
Stricken From Record. 


ARGUMENTS ARE EXTENDED 


Jury Is Exeused While Judge 
Hears Pleas—None of Four 
Defendants in Court. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—Counsel for the 
four Hamburg-American line offictals 
on trial for conspiring to deceive and 
defraud the United States, assailed by 
legal argument today the case which 
the Government has presented by wit- 
nesses against them and lost every 
point of their contention. 

Federal Judge Howe heard the argu- 
ment in the absence of the jury. Judge 
Howe denied the defendant’s motion tc 
strike from the record all _ testimony 
ccencerning the chartering and move- 
ments of the steamer Marina Quesada 
and, an hour later, overruled a motion 
to dismiss all the indictments. 

It was far from being the usual per- 
functory motion which is sandwiched 
into nearly every tria! between testi- 
mony for the prosecution and the de- 
fense. Argument on today’s motions 
was protracted. In the vigorous assault 
acainst the Government's cause, the de- 
fense occupied the floor more than four- 
fifths of the time, the Government con- 
tenting itself with a brief sketch of the 
testimony as the District Attorney and 
his staff reviewed it. 

Defense Opens Case. 

The motion to-dismiss denied, the de- 
fense opened its case at the beginning 
of the afternoon session. 

None of the four defendants—Dr. Kar] 
Buenz, George Koetter, Joseph Popping- 
haus and Adolph Hachme’%ster—was 
present when Howard Gans and Willian. 
Rand Jr. of defendants’ coungel, began 
their argument on the dismis motion 
and others. 

Testimony Ruled Out. 

Rand made a motion to strike out tes- 
timony concerning the chartering ani 
movements of the steamer Marina Que- 


sada. This vessel sailed from Newport 
News, Va., Dec. 16, 1914, clearing for 
Pernambuco, but the Govern nent 


r 


eharges her intent was tu saucer sy 
man cruisers on the high seas. 
The defense stoutly denies this and as- 
serts that it had nothing whatever to do 
with her. The vessel’s name is missing 
from the list of 12 steamers which the 
Hamburg-American Line admits it char- 
tered. 
Detailing the testimony covered by his 
motion, Rand included the telegram 
sent by Philip Volz, Baltimore agent of 
the North German-Lloyd, to the ves- 


sel’s captain, Hans Suhren, “‘Care Nord- 
mann, Room 801, 11 Broadway, New 
York City.”” This room was the New 


York headquarters of Capt. K. Boy-Ed, 
German naval attache. 

Reference to this telegram yesterday 
evoked from the defense a demand that 
the Government state whether it con- 
sidered Capt. Boy-Ed a conspirator. To 
this Roger B. Wood of the Govern- 
ment’s counsel replied that the Govern- 
ment had taken no position. 

Testimony to Stand. 

“So grave is the error in admitting 
evidence concerning the Marina Que- 
sada,’’ Rand said, “‘that I would al- 
most prefer to have an exception to the 
ruling of the Court than to have thea 
Court order it stricken out. The mis- 
chief has been done, the evidence has 
been placed before the jury; they can- 
not help but consider it, even if it be 
stricken out.’’ 

Rand's preference was granted. Judge 
Howe ruled that the testimony must 
stand, and Rand was given his excep- 
tion. 

Gans sought to show that all the in- 
dictments should be dismissed. 

“This is not a perfunctory motion,”’ 
he said. “‘There has not yet been ad- 
duced a scintilla of evidence showing a 
single act of wrong-doing by any one 
defendant. 

Admit Sending Supplies. 

“The Government charges that we 
sent supplies to German warships. Why, 
we admit that; we boast about it; we 
are proud that, at the call of the Fa- 
therland, these defendants answered an:j 
sought by every lawful means at their 
command to aid their countrymen, 
harassed, pursued and distressed. Sure- 
ly the Court will 
that. Surely the Court will agree that 
it was a lawful act to send out these 


supplies.” 
‘Yes,’’ interrupted Howe, “I will agree 
with you. It was a lawful act to send 


out these supplies to German ships. But 
was it lawful to deceive the port col- 
lectors in doing so?’’ 

Gans replied that the Government had 
not shown that deception, if any, was 
rracticed upon port collectors, had been 
practiced with the knowledge or consent 
of the defendants.

Wallace McAllison Also Accused 
of Careless Driving, Going 
at 30-Mile Clip. 


WARRANT FOR ANOTHER 


John Hagen, Service Car Driver, 
First to Be Prosecuted 
Under State Law. 


Wallace M. Allison, 19 years old, of 
4922 Fountain avenue, a jitney car driv- 
er, today was fined $500 and costs on a 
joint charge of speeding and careless 
driving, by Judge Hogan, in Municipal 
Court. This was Allison’s fourth fine 
for traffic violation within four months. 

A motor cycle policeman testified that 
Nov. 22 Allison was going 30 miles an 
hour, east on Delmar boulevard, between 
Union and Lake avenue, and that sev- 
eral women ran to the sidewalk when 
they-saw the careless manner in which 
he wae driving toward them. 

He was arrested Aug. 6 for speeding 
and Aug. 7 for violating a traffic or- 
Cinance. Aug. 13 he was fined $5 in 
each case, and paroled. Allison was 
arrested on Oct. 2 for speeding, and 
paroled Oct. 12, on condition that he 
pay $5 fine and $% costs within sixty 
Gays. He had only paid $2 of this sum 

Allison, on Oct. 8, ran into a lamp 
post when ‘trying to turn south int 
Lake avenue from Delmar boulevard, at 
1:30 a. m. Of the five passengers in his 
car, three were injured. They were two 
girls, who refused to give their names, 
and Harry Imel of 722 Aubert avenue, 
former secretary of the Gilmore-Bonfig 
Decorating Co., now under an arson in- 
dictment. Allison asserted he lost con- 
trol of his car. 

Unless Allison appeals his case he will 
have to either pay today’s fine or be 
sentenced to the workhouse. 


Will Try to Send Jitney Driver to 
Jail for Speeding. 

A warrant was issued by Prosecuting 
Attorney Sidener today against John 
Hagen of 4528 Clayton avenue, owner 
and operator of a service automobile, 
charging him with violating the State 
law against careless driving. The case 
is to be the first test of the State law, 
which provides imprisonment as the 
penaity for a speeder’s second offense. 

Hagen was fined in police court Nov. 
5 for speeding. Prosecuting Attorney 
Sidener interprets the State law to mean 
trat the second offense penalty applies 
whether the first offense was punished 
under the State law or not. 

Hagen last evening outspeeded two 
policemen, who were in a Ford ma- 
chine, and escaped into St. Louis Coun- 
ty, but was arrested when he returned 
to his home later. He was fined on 
Nov. 5 for speeding. The law which is 


to be tested proyides that a fine of $2" 


to $100 may be inflicted if a speed of 
more than 2 miles an hour is main- 
tained for more than half a mile. For 
a second offense the fine may be from 
$50 to $500 and imprisonment, not to ex- 
ceed 60 days. 

The policemen who chased Hagen say 
that he maintained a speed of more than 
25 miles an hour for a great dea] more 
than half a mile. 

The policemen were watching for 
speeders on Delmar boulevard at 6 
o'clock, when Hagen sped west. They 
followed him to Clara avenue and ar- 
rested him. They say their speedometer 
registered 25 miles an hour. Two pas- 
sengers were permitted to get out and 
walk. Hagen was ordered to drive to 
the Page Boulevard Station. 

At Maple and Clara avenues he turned 
west and made a run for the county. 
The policemen pursued at 40 miles an 
hour, but Hagen escaped. The police- 
men waited at his home until 7 o'clock. 
When he came home for supper he was 
arrested. He denied that he was the 
man who had escaped from them, but 
both identified him. He gave bond.

WOMEN TO REPLACE 150,000 


BRITISH GOVERNMENT CLERKS 


Men Will Be Released for Active 
Service at Front—Training Classes 
For Women Already Formed. 
LONDON, Nov. 30.—Women are to take 
the place of 150,000 clerks employed by 
the Government, who will be released 
for active service. Preference will. be 
given to the wives and sisters of the re- 

cruits in filling the vacancies. 

The women clerks. after a short train- 
ing course, will receive the wages of the 
men whose places they take. Classes for 
training in shorthand, typewriting, book- 
keepin and clerical methods have al- 
ready been formed in London, Manches- 
ter ard other cities. 

Wounded soldiers and sailors dis- 
charged as unfit for further services are

LONDON, Nov. 2#.—A dispatch to the 
Exchange Telegraph Co. from Amster-

London Treaty of 1863 Gives

PARIS, Nov. 30.—The entente allies in 
disembarking troops at Saloniki are not 
violating Greek territory, nor can their 
action in Greece be compared to the Ger- 
man occupation of Belgium. This is the 
seml-official reply to the German state- 
ment recently made in which the Salon- 
iki expedition was criticised as a viola- 
tion of foreign territory. The presence 
of the allies at Saloniki does not need 
any justification, according to the diplo- 
matic view made known in Paris.

This action at Saloniki, it is further 
said, could be repeated at any other 
point in Greece and with perfect legality. 
The landing of ailled troops at Saloniki 
is based on the London treaty of July 13, 
1863, the signatories of which are Greece, 
France, Great Britain and Russia, guar- 
anteeing the independence and cunstitu- 
tional institutions of Greece. This con- 
vention was préceded by various other 
agreements entered into as far back as 
1822 

In the belief that Greece is menaced 
from within and without the allies, it is 
held, have full liberty of action under 
the terms of the treaty and will continue 
the work begun, certain of the interna- 
tional legality of British action. 


“Allies Trying to Make Greece Re- 
mnounce Sovereignty,” Says Germany. 
BERLIN, Nov. 80, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—The position taken by the entente 
allies as reflected in the semi-official 
statement issued in Paris to the effect 
that the landing of troops at Saloniki 
was not a violation of Greek territory, is 
contradicted by the Overseas News 
Agency. 

“Reports from various sources con- 
cerning French and British threats 
against Greece fail to clear up the situa- 
tion,” the agency says. ‘‘However, the 
general tone of the news from French 
and British sources indicates clearly that 
Greece has been asked to renounce her 
sovereignty. 

“Attempts to justify this course are 
all in vain. M. Venizelos, the former 
Premier, had not the right under tha 
constitution to sanction the landing of 
troops at Saloniki. The Greek consti- 
tution states in clause 99, that the Par- 
liament is the only body which possesses 
the right to decide such questions 
Therefore, King Constantine is merely 
defending the integrity of the constitu- 
tion against conspiracy, which shows 
that reproaches directed against him 
have no just basis. 

“The French and British attempts to 
compel a smal] neutral nation to consent 
to the measures taken proves that the 
entente thinks might is right.’ 


KILLS WIFE AND HIMSELF 


Missourian Cuts Wife’s Throat and 
Crushes Head With Rock. 
DESLOGE, Mo., Nov. 30.—Isaac Mann, 
40 years old, a farmer who lived near 
Redford, Reynolds County, killed his 
wife at her home there yesterday after- 
noon by cutting her throat and crushing 
her skull with a rock, and then ended 
his own life by cutting his throat. Mann 
and his wife had been separated six 
months. They leave six children, the 

youngest 10 years old.

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 30.—The fighting 
along the Jsonzo is described by. Arch- 
duke Joseph Ferdinand, the Austrian 
commander, as “‘The Hell of the Battle- 
fields,’”’ in an interview forwarded by a 
correspondent of the Berliner Tageblatt. 
The battle for the Gorizia bridgehead, 
which is still undecided, is said by the 
correspondent, to be the most bloody 
of the campaign.

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NATIONAL — 
PROGRAM OUTLINED 
BY CHARLES NAGEL 


Suggested That It May Forecast 
Attitude of Republican Party 
| on Subject. 


| Charles Nagel, former Secretary o2f 
Commerce and Labor, speaking before 
the League of Electrical Interests, Jo- 
vian Order, after luncheon at the Ameri- 
can Annex today, outlined a program 
of national defense, based on co-opera- 
tion between Government and industry 
He advocated the bullding of a merchant 
marine by ship subsidies, and a govern- 
mental control of commerce and indus- 
try, not only to regulate, but to protect 
them. Disclaiming a partisan view- 
point, he made a protective tariff part 
of the program, saying that without it 
the nation could not be developed in such 
& manner as to be able to supply its 
own needs in time of possible war. 
Speech Carefully Prepared. 

Nagel’s speech, which was less than 
than a half-hour in length, showed such 
careful study and preparation, and set 
forth such a vigorous policy, that some 
of his hearers, in view of his prominence 
in the councils of the Republican party, 
regarded it as a possible program for 
the Republican platform of next year. 

The subject announced was “Personal 
Preparedness,”" but Nagel at once 
merged this with the larger matter of 
national preparedness, saying there was 
no difference between the two. ‘‘Na- 
tional preparedness without — personal 
preparedness is unthinkable,”’ he said. 
*‘National defense without some kind of 
militarism is impossible, but militarism 
alone cannot constitute national defense. 
If we embark on a national defense 
plan, as I trust we shall, it will mean 
more than ship-building and the pur- 
chase of guns and ammunition. It will 
require a comprehensive plan for the in- 
telligent and self-restrained use of na- 
tional power. 

‘We can’t buy security any more than 
we can buy happiness. We must earn 
it. There must be a comprehensive and 
matured scheme of government, and the 
industrial system must be part of the 
scheme. 

Too Much Mere Criticism. 

‘Up to this time the Government has 
been too much a mere critic of com- 
merce and industry. Politicians have 
won popularity by their ability to rap 
the fingers of commerce. It is true that 
commerce and the railroads have been 
guilty of misbehavior, but the time has 
passed to inflict present penalties for 
these past misdeeds. 

‘We must have co-operation. The 
Government must say that it will en- 
courage commerce and industry. It must 
correct, but it must also sustain. Our 
national defense and our industrial pol- 
icy must not conflict. The national Gov- 
ernment must know that it can depend 
on its commercial and industrial forces 
in the hour of need. 

“Our flag is disappearing from ths 
seas at a time when foreign conditions 
have made us dependent on our ship- 
ping as never before. Why is it dis- 
appearing? Because we have been afraid 
of a phrase—subsidies. Phrases ana 
phrase makers have been our greatest 
national evil and danger Since 1896."" (The 
year mentioned was that of the first 
Bryan campaign.) 

“Other nations give their shipping 
lines subsidies, and call them loans, but 
if they bear no interest, as most of then: 
do not, they are subsidies. If we are tu 
compete with them on equal terms, we 
must do the same. We have tried other 
plans, and our shipping has decreased. 

Can’t Depend on Foreign Shipping. 

“We used to be told that we could de- 
pend on the shipping of other nations. 
I never believed that. They will give us 
a favorable rate when it doesn't count, 
and withdraw it when it does count. If 
we are going after South American 
trade, we must go in our own ships, t» 
show them that we have come to stay. 

“If we are ever drawn into war, a 
merchant marine will be a necessary 
auxiliary to the navy. 

“The very idea of national defense 
contemplates an attack from outside. 
We cannot obtain supplies from a coun- 
try which is attacking us, or from any 
other country which ft can cut off from 
us. How are we going to prepare our- 
selves to supply our own needs? Will 
we do it by putting our labor into com- 
petition with cheap labor in time of 
peace? Our commercial and industrial 
policy must give encouragement to the 
supplying, at home, of every product

The principal speeches at the inaug- 
ural meeting were delivered by Lieuten- 
ant-General Count von Moltke, former 
Chief of the txeneral Staff, who said 
the club had been created to form a new 
link between the leading men who had 
helped Germany in the present war to 
become a united people, and Colonial 
Secretary Solf, who was appointed 
chairman of the club. Dr. Solf con- 
cluded a long speech by saying: 

“Germany asks nothing more than 
an honorable peace, with guarantees for 
@ happy future, and on this the whole 
people are united like one man.” 

The appointment of Dr. Solf as chair- 
man of the club is confirmation that he 
is in high favor in imperial circles, and 
is considered to make him a’strong can- 
didate for the imperial chancelorship. 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, the Chan- 
cellor, did not attend the meeting. (The 
German Chancelor holds office at the 
pleasure =. the Emperor.)

Genero had sent 
Adelaide Chamberlain out to get some 
change and the other girl remained at 
the store. When Adelaide returned she 
found the other girl in tears. 

Genero’s store is not rar from the St, 
Alphonsus Parochial School and Central 
High School. 

Following up Miss Chamberlain's tip, 
detectives learned the names of some of 
the school children who made sevefal 
visits daily to Genero’s store. 

Mabel Stewart, 15 years old, of 3710 
Page boulevard, and Helen Thompson 
ll, of 1458 Francis street, told of their 
experiences at the store. They said 
young boys also had been lured there. 

Detectives next found Albert Marti- 
neau, 15 years old, of 1513A Bacon street, 
who also made a direct charge against 
Genero. 

On the statements of the two girls 
and the boy three warrants charging 
felonious offenses were issued against 
Genero today. 

Gave Candy to Children. 

Each of the children said many other 
children had been lured to the place 
and a search for these is being made. 
Genero, they said, gained the good 
graces of the children by freely giving 
candies and fruits to them. 

When Genero was arrested he said 
the stories told by the children were 
“a pack of lies.’”” Confronted with his 
picture and record in the rogues’ gal- 
lery, Genero shrugged his shoulders. 
While admitting that he had served a 
penitentiary term on a charge preferred 
by a boy, he insisted that his conviction 
in 190 was a ‘“‘frame-up.”’

Speyer urged upon the con mission 
that it pass upon the plan as quickly as 
possible, and said that if it was not per- 
mitted to be carried out soon, it proba- 
bly would fail. 

Speyer said that four or five months 
ago it would have been impossible to 
organize the syndicates which he said 
were necessary tv the reorganization, 
and that he did not know how long the 
syndicates could be held together. 


Bonds Held in Europe. 
He said that $23,000,000 of the general 


lien bonds of the Frisco are ‘held in 
Franfice, $20,000,600 in Germany and Hol- 
lend, and that $25,000,000 of other bonds 
were held abroad. 

He said that as soon as the war is 
ended the tendency will be for Ameri- 
can securities held in Europe ‘to be 
dumped onto this country, and that con- 
ditions. might be such as to prevent the 
carrying out of any plan of reorganiza- 
tion. 

Speyer admitted, under cross-examina- 
tion by Moses N. Sale, representing ob- 
jecting stockholders, that Speyer & Co. 
and Seligman & Co,, the other firm pro- 
posed to act as reorganization manager, 
would get a commission of about $700,009 
under the reorganization plan. 

His said this amount was not named 
in the plan, as it was customary to per- 
mit three disinterested trust companies 
to fix the commissions. He said that he 
could not say that $700,000 would be the 
amount, and that it might be larger. 

Questioned on Omission. 

Sale failed to get an admission that 
the amount had been left out of the plan 
for the purpose of attempting to deceive 
the stockholders as to the amount the 
commission would be. 

In telling that his firm was modest 
in the commissions, demanded, Speyer 
read from one of the firm’s circulars, 
which showed, he said, that in han- 
dling $100,000,000 of Frisco bonds sev- 
eral years ago it made only 1% per 
cent profit. 

Sale asked him if at that time he 
was not interested in Speyer & Co. of 
London, and if that firm did not han- 
dlc some of the bonds and receive a 
profit. He admitted Sale’s statements 
to be facts, but said he did not know 
what the profit of the London house 
had been. 

Henry 8S. Priest, attorney for the 
banking houses, in urging the ap- 
proval of the plan, objected to Sale’s 
cross-examination. He declared it to 
be “ail buncombe.” Sale was permit- 
ted tb continue, however. 

It is expected the hearing will be 
completed this afternoon, but a de- 
cision of the commission is not ex- 
pected for several days. 

Frederick Straus of the J. and W. 
ligman & Co... New York bankers, 
on the stand all of yesterday.

Sale sought to show that 
the capitalization then had been watered 
to the extent of $12,000,000, and that now 
by an increase of $32,000,000 in the cap- 
italization, it was sought to inject that 
much more water into the road. Strauss 
said he could not remember details of 
the reorganization in 1896. 

Sale is representing himself and Sam 
Lazarus, stockholders. B. F. Yoakum, 
who holds 37,000 shares of stock, ap- 
peared by two attorneys to oppose the 
reorganization. Opposition of holders 
of Cape Girardeau & Northern bonds, 
which they contend are a Frisco liabil- 
ity, and which are not taken care of 
in the plan, are represented by John D., 
Johnson. Joseph T. Davis attended the

GERMAN ORDERS | 
U. 9. FOR COPPER 
TOTAL $40,000,000 


About One-fifth of Annual Pro- 
duction Purchased for Ship- 
ment After War. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—Orders for cop- 
per totaling about 200,000,000 pounds, 


nearly one-fifth the annual production 
in the United States, have been placed 
by German representatives with coppe' 
concerns in this country, it was reported 
‘today. As‘copper was quoted at 20 cents 
a pound, e cost of the German pur- 
chases amounts to $40,000,000. In in- 
stances where the contracts have been 
filled the metal has been placed in stor- 
age under an agreement to ship to Ger- 
many immediately after the war. 

The orders placed in America amount 
to nearly four times the annua! produc- 
tion of copper in Germany. America 
produced 1,110,062,000 pounds of copper in 
1914. 

Within a few months the German 
Government has been commandeering 
copper wherever it could be found in the 
German Empire. 


BRITISH TRANSPORT CAPTURES 
SHIP UNDER ARGENTINE FLAG 


President Mitre Belonged to _ the 
Hamburg-Seuth American Com- 
pany—Taken to Montevideo. 
BUENOS AIRES, Nov. 30.—The British 
transport Macedonia has captured the 
steamer President Mitre, “navigating 
under the Argentine flag, but belong- 
ing to the Hamburg-South American 
Steamship Co. The passengers on the 
President Mitre were taken to Monte- 

video. 


The Presidente Mitre was captured 178 
miles from Buenos Aires. The crew and 
8 passengers were put aboard the Brit- 
ish steamer Oriano. 

The Argentine Foreign Minister, con- 
ferring with the British Minister and the 
German Charge d’ Affaires respecting 
the seizure. The British Minister de- 
clared that Great Britain had decided 
to consider everywhere as prizes Ger- 
man owned ships. 


MUNITION PLOT DISCOVERED 


PARIS, Nov. 30.—Attempts on the 
part of Germans to destroy munitions 
plants in Italy is said in a dispatch 
from San Reno, Italy, to have been 
discovered by the Turin police. The 
plan apparently was being directed 
from Lugano, Switzerland. The Swiss 
police, arrested a boatman who had 
two boxes, labeled chocolates, which 
he was about to ship to Turin. The 


boxes were filled with dynamite. 


NEW HAVEN MAY 


GET WEST GHESTER 
EVIDENCE BARRED 


Court Takes Admissibility of 
Deal Expected to Involve Poli- 
ticians Under Advisement. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 36.—The defense at 
‘the trial of the 11 former directors ot 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Co. under the Sherman ant'- 
trust law won at least a temporary vic- 
tory today when they succeeded in rais- 
ing a doubt in the mind of the Court as 
to the admissibility of evidence pertain- 
ing to the acquisition in 1907 of the New 
York, West Chester & Boston Railway 
Co. 

Judge Hunt announced that he was 
unable to decide the relevancy of the 
evidence without further study and ex- 
cluded it for the time being. 

The West Chester line, as it was 
called, had a charter for an 18-mile 
road, which was built by the New Haven 
at a cost of $35,000,000, of which $11,000,000 
Was expended in acquiring the stock or 
the company, the Government charges 

Although its route does not extend be- 
yond the limits of West Chester Coun- 
ty, N. Y¥., the Government contends that, 
under its charter, it was projected into 
Connecticut for the pwerpose of operating 
a through line into New England an:

ADVANCE GUARD OF 
CONVENTION SQUAD 
Ur TOMORROW 


Larger Delegation Will Leave 
for the National Capital 
on Friday. 


MEETING SATURDAY NIGHT 


Missouri: Senators, Congressmen 
and Others Will Confer 
With Committeemen. 


The advance delegation to attend the 
the meeting of the Democratic National 
Committee Dec. 7 to get the Democratic 
national convention of 1916 for St. Louis 
will leave at noon tomorrow and arrive 
in Washington Thursday afternoon. A 
second and larger delegation will leave 
at noon Friday, and arrive in Washing- 
ton in time to attend a meeting at the 
New Williard Hotel Saturday night with 
Senators Stone and Reed, Speaker Clark, 
Secretary of Agriculture Houston, for- 
mer Governors Folk and Dockery and 
all the Democratic members of Congress 
from Missouri. 

The plan of campaign for the work in 
Washington will be gone over in detail 
at the Saturday night meeting, and each 
of the thirty or more members of the 
delegation will be assigned to see one 
or more members of the National Com- 
mittee in advance of the meeting Tues- 
day, at which the time and place of 
holding the national convention will be 
determined. 

The delegation leaving tomorrow will 
be comprised of Harry B. Hawes, who 
has a wide acquaintance with the Dem- 
cratic National Committeemen; Breckin- 
ridge Long, president of the Wilson 
Club; Thomas H. Lovelace of the Busi- 
ness Men's League staff, and Bennett 
Clark, son of Speaker Clark. James E. 
Smith, chairman of the National Con- 
ventions Association, will leave Thurs- 
day for Washington, and will net return 
to St. Louis until after both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican committees have 
met. 

Hard Fight With Chicago. 

St. Louis is expecting to have a hard 
fight with Chicago for the Democratic 
convention. Chicago announced today 
that it had completed its $200,000 conven- 
tions fund. The St. Louis fund has not 
been completed, but will be before the 
committees ‘meet. Chicago will send a 
big delegation to Washington so solicit 
the two conventions. Dallas also is mak- 
ing a bid for the Democratic convention, | 
and San Francisco is seeking one or 
both conventions. Philadelphia will try 
to get the Republican cenvention. It is 
conceded that the fight will be between 
St. Louis and Chicago for the two con- 
ventions. 

Chairman Smith is preparing a state- 
ment today to refute a report which is 
being circulated from Chieago that the 
St. Louls climate is unfavorable for big 
conventions. Smith said that while the 
Weather Bureau records show that tem- 
peratures are a few degrees higher in 
St. Louis than Chicago during the weeks 
that national conventions generally are 
held, St. Louis has less humidity than 
Chicago, and superheated delegates are 
not so liable to heat prostrations in St. 
Louis as in Chicago. 

The Massachusetts Republican State 
Committee yesterday reserved 45 rooms 
end a big reception hall at the Planters 
Hotel for the Massachusetts delegation 
to the Republican national convention. 
Other state committees are expected to 
make reservations before the meeting 
of the Republican committee in Wash- 
ington. 

Subscriptions Still Being Received. 

Subscriptions to the conventions fund 
are still being received by Chairman R. 
S. Hawes of the Finance Committee. 
The Standard Oil Co. of Indiana sent in 
a subscription of $200 today, good for 
either or both conventions.

BITTER TOWARD GRINGOS 


Army Now Reported to Number 
Only About 2500 Men, Riff- 
Raff of Mexico. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TUCSON, Ariz., Nov. 3.—Gen. Fran- 
cisco Villa, beaten off after his third 
desperate attack on Hermosillo, de- 
clared that he would abandon his revo- 
lution and the campaign against the 
Carranzistas in Sonora, return to ban- 
ditry, invade the United States and take 
revenge for the wrongs he has suffered 
at the hands of the “‘Gringos.’’ 

This action, which is precisely that 
which Gen. Funston forecast and fear of 
which has kept him in Nogales, was told 
cf today by an officer of Villa's staff, 
who had reached Tucson, after desert- 
ing Villa at Hermosillo. He says that 
Villa is in a frame of mind near to in- 
sanity. After the disastrous defeat at 
Agua Prieta, where his men, weak from 
iiunger and thirst, were mowed down by 
troops which the United States had 
permitted to pass through their terri- 
tory, he moved to the southwest. 

He divided his army in two parts, 
Villa himself leading half of his force 
against Hermosillo. The other half, un- 
der Gen. Rodriguez, was to act as a 
rear guard and interpose itself between 
Villa’s army and Obregon, in case the 
Carranzista commander attempted to 
strike Villa in the rear. Gen. Medina 
Vetia, Villa's second officer tn com- 
mand, led a column which first left 
Naco for the southern or central part 
of the state. 

Lefeated at Hermosilia. 

For 15 days after leaving Nogales, ac- 
cording to the staff officer here, Villa 
did everything in his power to get intv 
communication with Rodriguez. His mes- 
sages went unanswered and his messen- 
gers did not return. Finally Villa was 
forced to admit to himself that his best 
fighting General had deserted. Villa 
}+pushed on to Hermosillo, which was de- 
fended by Gen. Dieguez, whom Villa had 
defeated on every fleld where they had 
met. Three times he threw his weak- 
ened forces against the defenses of the 
town and Dieguez crumpled them up. 

On the evening of the day on which 
the third attack was delivered, Villa, in 
a mad rage, called his officers and men 
together and made one of his character- 
istic speeches. 

“Why is it,” he demanded of his 
starving soldiers, “that you do not 
crush this Dieguez? We have whipped 
him time and time again and we even 
ran him entirely out of the State of 
Jalisco. How is it that now you fall 
back from his guns?” 

Officers and men told him that when- 
ever they appeared Dieguez guns 
mowed them down. They had not the 
strength to stand before him. Then 
Villa turned to vituperation of the Grin- 
gos. He told how the Agua Prieta fight 
was lost because of their assistance to 
Carranza and said: “Henceforth I 
turn my strength against them. We will 
invade the United States, where there 
are rich towns and ranches. There Il 
promise you loot and food in plenty. 
We will raid the isolated towns and 
ranches of Arizona as has been done 
in the Brownsville country.”’

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THE PERSISTENT PACIFICISTS. 

The German correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
patch says that Henry Ford and his associate 
pacificists on the Oscar II will meet a frigid at- 
mosphere in Germany, chiefly because the peace 
advocates are American and America is just now 
unpopular among the Germans. 

They will meet with laughter in Great Britain, 
where the expedition is treated: as a football for 
the jesters. 

There doesn’t seem any cordial welcome for 
them in France, where the driving out of the in- 
vaders is the one absorbing goal. 

Russia seems too busy recruiting and _ re- 
equipping for another assault to think about 
peace, and Italy is still in the undampened furore 
of war. 

Where will the dove from this modern ark 
rest? 

Of course, peace is impossible until the lead- 
ing nations on one side or the other are crushed 
or so nearly crushed that their interests would 
suffer more by continued war than by peace. 
It is not desirable until, at least, a fairly satis- 
factory and permanent settlement of the war's 
issues can be reached. A truce for renewed war 
would be worse than a fight to a finish. 

Mr. Ford and his associates, however, are not 
dismayed. They are persistent as becomes ideal- 
ists. They would not be idealists if they were 
not prepared to undertake Quixotic errands and 
to bedr all manner of abuse and mockery. Let 
us give full credit to their high purpose and their 
courage and devotion. 

Let us not overlook the influence of a band 
of devotees to a cause whose methods may pre- 
clude immediate success. They have called at- 
tention to peace. They will intensify the thought 
of peace in the public mind. Everything that 
tends to substitute peace thought for war 
thought helps. 

Justice comes before peace and is the only 
stable foundation of peace, but the desire for 
peace may suggest the wisdom of doing justice 
and refraining from aggression. 
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LAW, OUSTOM AND STATE PRINTING. 

The reason why both low bids for certain 
State printing were rejected by Jefferson City 
officials is rather obscure. Was it because, as 
in the case of the State school fund, the con- 
sciences of those officials have become extreme- 
ly sensitive as to the meaning of the law gov- 
erning the awards? Have they discovered an in- 
terpretation of the statutes so extremely in- 
genious as to make it their duty to let printing 
contracts to the highest, instead of the lowest, 
bidder? 

It may be that statutory guidance in the mat- 
ter of the lowest bidder is entirely rejected. Per- 
haps, as in the case of the junket expenses of 
Mr. Gordon and his son, an action repugnant to 
law is held to be justified by custom. 
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The European engineers have this year built 
their bridges with dead bodies. 
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TWO MORE VACCINE VICTIMS. 

The two little boys who died of lockjaw at 
West Hammond, Ind., as a result of vaceination, 
were an addition to the long list of victims, most- 
ly children, who have succumbed to the policy of 
forcible blood pollution by order of public authori- 
ties, who have shown that they either cannot 
guard against fatal error in administering vacci- 
nation or are too careless to do so. 

Had these children died in agony as a result 
of the voluntary act of their parents in causing 
them to be vaccinated, it would have been la- 
mentable enough. But that they should have been 
the victims of a system that coerces whole com- 
munities, permitting no parent to choose whether 
or not his children shall be put in peril, or go 
without the benefit of public school education, is 
repulsive to all lovers of liberty. 

Several other children forcibly vaccinated at 
West Hammond are in danger of tetanus and 
death. It would not be at all surprising if, under 
compulsory vaccination, a score or more fatalities 
should occur from one impure lot of serum. It 
seems to be mere luck that the deaths so far are 
single or in couples. 

Compulsion in medicine is un-American. It vio- 
lates every principle of liberty and justicé. 
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GERMANY’S DELINQUENT SUBSCRIBERS. 
A dozen German editors have come into violent 
collision with the censor because they insisted 
on printing things about the food supply in war- 
time. Even Editor Maximilian Harden of Die 
Zukumft took a long chance by writing an ecdi- 
torial about a “great want” in Germany from 
which much suffering results. Probably what he 
meant was a long felt want. , 
Why do these German editers emphasise these 
personal matters so strongly in their columns? 
If the subscribers are not bringing in potatoes 
and squashes and poultry and winter apples and 
cord wood as freely as they ought, the editors 
have their remedy. They can cut these delin- 
quent-subseritiers off the list. 
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Capt. Hébson may be entitled to a gain over 
preparedness. 
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‘‘PAKING FOR PROHIBITION.’’ 
In ‘a-recent editorial. the Post-Dispatch ex- 
pressed disapprovel of a coming film production in 
the interest.of Prohibition, because the actors and 
actresses Who are used th the various scenes must 
“fake” suffering and drunkenness and “register” 
a big. popular demand for a political object in 
which they have no interest, and to which they 
may éven be oppesed. A ministerial critic strong- 
ly condemns the editorial as “a deliberate attempt 

to mistepresent to the public a vital issue.” 
No attempt was made to mislead readers. But 
tho film described will certainly mislead those who 
seo it. It will cause them to believe that the de- 
mend for prohibition ts greater than it is, and it 
‘will do so by exhibiting a.number of scenes not 
one of which is anything more than “play acting.”

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Something might be forgiven Capt. Boy-Ed if 
he would explain that remarkable name. 
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MR. TAFT’S SAD PLIGHT. 

Secretary Garrison has former President Taft 
on the hip in the matter of the attack by O. 
Garfield Jones on the Wilson administration in 
the Philippines, which Mr. Taft indorsed. 

In hfs indorsement and introductian to the at- 
tack Mr. Taft remarked concerning Jones’ state- 
ment: “It is not news to me.” 

Mr. Garrison submits a letter from Jones to 
Gen. McIntyre, Chief of the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs of the War Department, in which Jones 
admits that his statement was a “fake” written 
at the request of a newspaper editor and says 
he has a much stronger statement favorable to 
the administration, supported by the facts and 
bis own opinion. He asked for a list of Wilson 
newspapers to which he might offer his true 
statement for sale. 

Ex-President Taft was badly treated by Jones. 
He was not told that the statement he was asked 
to indorse was a “fake.” So he is caught in 
the act of affirming as true and as known to 
himself statements condemning the Wilson ad- 
ministration, which the author confesses are un- 
supported by the facts. 

This is a sad plight for Mr. Taft. He cannot 
even plead that he was deceived. He must con- 
fess deliberate unfairness. His partisanship has 
betrayed him. 
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Profound military students are wanted for the 
service of the United States—men who will learn 
all that can be learned of war. The young army 
officer of today has opportunity with a large O. 
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INFANTICIDE AND LAW. 

Fully 2900 years ago Lycurgus, the Spartan 
lawgiver, peremptorily refused permission to his 
brother’s widow to let her infant die; and this’ 
was his reason for his refusal: 

Life is not an accident but the effect of a 
free cause. He that freely elects the cause 
must abide by the effect, and must assume 
its responsibility. Life once given no more 
belongs to the original giver, but is the ex- 
clusive and inallenable right of the newly 
born, and must be respected and fostered, as 
all life is. 

Galen, the father of the science of medicine, 


in quoting Lycurgus some 1100 years later adds: 

The physician having but the power dele- 
gated to him by the parents to do what they 
cannot do, cannot exceed its scope; and if the 
latter cannot rightly take the life once given, 
neither has the physician such a right. More- 
over, the Hippocratic oath compels him to 
lengthen life as long as it may be in human 
power to lengthen it. 

At the time of the Crusades, when many of 
the returning warriors brought into the western 
circulation the virus of a dreaded disease of an 
endemic nature threatening the human race with 
extinction, the medical men of the day seriously 
discussed the forcible elimination of the afflicted. 
Church law then being in vogue, the matter was 
proposed to the canonical authorities, who prompt- 
ly decided that life must not be taken. 

Under American law taking life without due 
process of law is a crime. The Constitution for- 
bids it and prohibition of such acts are inter- 
woven in both common law and statutes. 

Would the law hold guiltless a person who 
killed an adult imbecile or hopeless cripple? The 
law is no respecter of ages. The murder of a 
child is as heinous as the murder of an adult 
and more detestable. Neglect which leads to 
death merely lessens the punishment. 
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If, as alleged, the country is “honeycombed 
with spies,” Uncle Sam has a right to feel stung. 
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RESCUE WORK OF ONE SUBMARINE. 

A significant new story of submarine warfare 
is brought to New York by Mrs. Bieanor Frank- 
lin Egan, described as a magazine writer. She 
says that when the British steamship Barulos, 
crowded with passengers, was halted in the Med- 
iterranean by a shot from an undersea beat, 
many persons jumped into the water, carrying 
others, including Mrs. Dgan, with them in their 
panio-stricken rush. 

“Go back to your ship; we are not murderers,” 
shouted an officer of the submarine, appearing 
alongside. The 25 drowned before help reached 
them as they struggled in. the water are to be 
debited, not to this submarine, but to the past 
policy of frightfulness at sea which had inspired 
in the passengers such fear that they lost their 
heads. The submarine commander, in fact, 
stood by for five hours, assisting most solicitous- 
ly the work of rescue, and then permitted the 
Barulos to proceed on her way undamaged. 

‘The date of this incident; so pleasant to read 
after past atrocities on the waters, was more 
than a month ago. Why has no mention of it 
been made previously? Have there been other 
pleasant incidents of the sort? 

Do the censors of the allies permit us to hear 
only of the work of those submarine crews who 
really are murderers—who, led astray hy hate or 
poor judgment, shell defenseless liners, give pas- 
sengers short shrift and expose women and chil- 
dren to the merey of the waves in fragile skiffn?

FOR GOLDEISH 1S 
A FISHING WORM 


Founder of Fanciers’ Association 
Suggests Dried Escallops 
for Dessert. 


Just wait until the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Fishing Worm Fanciers is 
organized. It surely will have something 
to say to S. Chichester Lloyd, president 
of the St. Louis Aquarium Society and 
founder of the American Goldfish Fan- 
ciers’ Association. 

Ata meeting of the Aquarium Society 
last night in room 502 Commercial Build- 
ing, Lloyd delivered an address on the 
feeding of goldfish. The best of all 
foods, he said, is the fishing worm. The 
worms must be dug up in the back yard 
or a convenient vacant lot, cut into 
pieces while stil? alive and given to the 
goldfish. 

If worms cannot be obtained the fish 
may be fed on dried Japanese water 
shrimp, but care must be taken to pul- 
verize the shrimp when it is to be fed 
to very young fish, Lloyd said. As a des- 
scrt for goldfish he recommended dried 
escallops, but he warned his hearers 
never to feed shredded codfish to their 
goldfish, as it contains too much oil. 
Lloyd explained that goldfish have 
very good teeth, the lower ones being set 
rather far back, somewhat like a shark’s,

“Exchange on Germany slipped , off 
another fraction today, going at one 
time to 79 7-16, as against 795% yester- 
day and a previous low level of SO%. 
The exact amount of depreciation which 
this indicates may be judged from the 
fact that, under normal conditions, the 
German i-mark piece is worth 23% cents, 
whereas its value today on the market 
for exchange was 19% cents. It was nat- 
ural enough that yesterday’s violent 
movement of rates against Berlin should 
have been associated, in the American 
public mind, with this morning's cabled 
reports of extreme food scarcity and 
bread riots at Berlin. These _ reports, 
however, ought to be taken with a large 
grain of salt. It would scarcely seem 
that this would happen at the moment 
when Germany had just got in touch 
with Bulgaria’s 48,000,000 bushel wheat 
crop of last summer—a harvest three 
times as large as that of 1914. 


“Nevertheless, it Is quite impossible 
that the rate of exchange should not 
reflect a rapidly increasing economic 
Strain in Germany. There is a limit to 
the financial expedients being pursued, 
and that limit obviously is the lapse into 
currency depreciation of a sort not yet 
encountered. When the Imperial Chan- 
cellor, on Aug. 20, aSsured his peoplo 
that all was well. because just as the 
railroad cars roll wel!-filled to the frort 
and then return to the workshops at 
home, so the money rolls out from the 
imperial coffers in payment of war 
costs, and thus it must return by the 
reute of payments on the war loans’— 
when he stood sponsor for this remark- 
able exploit in political economy Dr. 
Helfferich paste well knew how 
much of fallacy he was talking.

CM SCHWABFOLS 
AK, MOVES HOUSE 
“OVER TREE TOPS 


Steel Man.Refuses to Permit Any, 
Tree on Place to Be De- 
stroyed by Change. 


LORETTO, Pa., Nov. 90.—There is sen- 
timent in trees to Charles M. Schwab, 
especially those trees which have shel- 


tered his fine old homestead, “Immer- 
grum,’’ near this place. 

Recently Mr. Schwab decided to build 
a new summer residence on the site of 
the old home, but he did not want to de- 
stroy the beautiful frame house, which 
has been more home to him than even 
his mansion of Riverside Drive, New 
York City. The house is entirely sur- 
rounded by trees, but to remove it with- 
out destroying the trees was no obsta- 
cle to the man who made Bethlehem 
stock jump from less than 355 to 600 and 
who is furnishing guns and fighting 
ships for the allies. 

When Schwab first spoke to his engl- 
neers about moving the Loretto home- 
stead they mapped out for him a plan 
which sacrificed but three trees. 

“I would no more think of cutting 
down those trees than I would of killing 
the old cow to get a steak. All you have 
to do is to jagk the house over the trees. 
It is only 30 feet,’”’ the steel man said. 

So the engineers began to move the 
house over the tree tops. By the route 
that is being taken, the house goes over 
23 treetops to reach the road, where it 
will have clear sailing. The maximum 
height the house will be jacked ts 34 feet. 
It then starts on its journey across a 
deep valley on the Schwab farm, where 
it will find a new resting place. It will! 
travel 1000 feet from its former location 
and will crown a little hill. 

Mr. Schwab intends to build a million- 
dollar summer home in the heart of the 
cluster of trees that this jacking opera- 
tion saved. 


NEGRO LOOKOUT FOR CRAPS 
GAME IN FIGHT WITH POLICE 


B.0cks Way While Players Escape 
and Is Knocked Down With Pool 
Cue in Fight Which Follcws.

Favors 
was arrested and ordered held for the 
Circuit Attorney. 

Shortly after the raid William John- 
son, a negro, 49 years old, was found 
dead in a room above the pool room. 
There were no external injuries upon 
the body and death was due, the Coro- 
ner thinks, to natural causes.

When Death Is the Penalty. 

“All acts of disobedience or hostility 
are regarded as punishable; and by 
specific rules the penalty of death is 
incurred by persons giving information 
to the enemy, or serving as guides to 
the troops of their own country, by 
those who, while serving as guides to 
the troops of the invader, intentional- 
ly mislead them, and by those who de- 
stroy telegraphs, roads, canals or 
bridges, or set fire to stores or soldiers’ 
quarters.”’ 

Death is the usual penalty for such 
offenses as are indicated above, but the 
commander may enlarge the list of cap- 
ital offenses, according to his own con- 
ception of the requirements of his safe- 
ty. And in no code of martial law is 
any distinction made on account of sex. 
In the London Times history of the 
war in South Africa, there is a lament 
that the British are so unschooled and 
mild as military occupants. 

“The defects of our system of military 
government reflect in great measure 
the ‘defects of the British race,’’ says 
the history. “As a-nation we have 
small regard for system, and like ca- 
pacity for prevision. Moreover, on this 
particular issue our national ignorance 
of the meaning of war inclines us to- 
ward mistaken leniency in dealing with 
our enemies. 

“The French, Germans and Russians 
considered our martial law regulations 
mild to the verge of weakness, while 
the majority of British and Colonials, 
who did not understand what war is, 
considered the regulations far too dras- 
tic. How drastic martial law can be 
may be realized from the study of Da- 
voust’s military administration of Ham- 
burg, or of the system enforced by the 
German army in France in 1870-71. 

“Should British territory even be in- 
vaded, the sternness with which martial 


to the heart of a population accustomed 
to regard human life, as the most sa- 
cred thing in the universe.’’ 

A wise occupant will always weigh 
the advantages and disadvantages of 
stern measures, in their immediate as 
well as their ultimate effect. As a mat- 
ter of policy, taking world opinion into 
account, the execution of Miss Cavell 
appears to have been a blunder, though 
it may have been more important that 
a local example be made. In any event 
the Germans cannot be reproached with 
exceeding the vast powers existing un- 
der martial law.
